The proposed revision of the Students’ Society’s Constitution will be submitted to the Campus 
at large in a referendum tomorrow. 


The decision to submit the text 
for ratification was taken by an 
open meeting of the Students’ 
Society yesterday, which also 
accepted two and rejected one 
of the three sub-amendments 
published in the Daily of January 
25. 


As the draft and all sub-amend- 
ments were considered and voted 
upon yesterday, the second open 
meeting, scheduled for today, 
will not take place. 


The meeting was considered 
official as the stipulated quorum 
of 300 was present. The decision 
to call a referendum require 
150 votes. . 


The motion as presented by 
Bill Fraiberg, BCL 2, incorpor- 
ated the following five modifica- 
tions of the original text as pub- 
lished in the Daily of January 15: 





Papineau s philosophy, tastes 
reflected in residential decor

In the second of a series of lectures on French-Canadian intellectuals, Eric Mclean of the 
Montreal Star described Louis Joseph Papineau as a conservative in his political philosophy 


and an anglophile in his tastes, 


Speaking on “Papineau — the 
social context”, McLean gave a 
close look into the life of the 
leader of the unsuccessful Re- 
bellion of 1837 in Lower Canada. 
McLean now lives in Papineau’s 
home on Bonsecours Street, 
which he restored three years 
ago to its former appearance. 


Papineau, the lawyer turned 
politician, was.a Member of the 
Legislature for all but eight of 
the years between 1809 to 1854. 
Though he identified with the 
French-Canadian reformers of 
Parti National, “he was not a 
member of the egalitarian reform 
movement as it is considered to- 
day,” McLean claimed. ° 


Papineau advocated  annex- 
ation by the United States and 
supported the seignorial system. 
The rebellion he led was a fight 
for French-Canadian survival and 
was conservative in sentiment. 
Though he accepted an amnesty 
in 1843, and was returned to the 
Legislature, he ended his life 


rejected by the reformers. 
ported the status quo, and even 
a few concessions,” 


With the aid of slides, McLean 
described the restoration of the 
Papineau home as well as that 
of the entire old historical sec- 
tion of Montreal, which work is 
now’ in progress. When he first 
acquired the building, its ground 
floor was occupied by a third 
class restaurant while the three 
upper stories held a boarding 
house for derelicts. Forty people 
were paying fifteen to twenty- 
five cents a night for accommo- 
dation there, 


Part of the huge restoration 
job on the home consisted of 
removing the upper two stories 
of the building which had been 
added, and reinstalling the ori- 
ginal style thatched roof. The 
licence to do this latter job was 
only received recently,- after a 
spécial law was passed in. the 
Legislature, because it was pre- 
viously illegal to construct such 


a roof on buildings which were 
on the ‘street line. 

Since Papineau moved perma- 
nently in 1837, the house has 
served as a barbershop, pickle

As no one was 
prepared to oppose the motion 
the question was put immediately 
and passed by far more than the 
required 150 votes,

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Defeat by default 


Yesterday the open meeting voted over- 
whelmingly to put the proposed new constitu- 
tion to a referendum. Close to three hundred 
students attended, and if their attitude can 
be taken as any indication, then the referen- 
dum vote itself will be just as overwhelming 
in favour of adopting the amendments as 
they now stand. | 

It seems almost certain, in fact, that no 
substantial body of opposition to the constitu- 
tion exists. Insofar as students have taken 
the time to appraise the work of the Cons- 
titution Revision Committee, they have found 
it, in the main, sound and without prejudice 
to any of the many individuals and organiz- 
ations concerned. 


Some may quibble with this article or that 
subparagraph, but the opportunity for airing 
grievances has already been presented. The 
only matter still to be tested is campus 
approval of the constitution as a whole. And 


from those who vote tomorrow, the approval 
will almost certainly come. 

Yet even 100% in favour may not be 
enough to pass the constitution. Unless twenty 
percent of the students vote, the referendum 
is invalid, and more than a year's hard and 
careful and necessary work by the Constitu- 
tion Committee will have been rejected. 

In many elections voter apathy is reflected 
only in a reduced number of ballots; the re- 
sults are often the same regardless of how 
many take part. In this case, failure to vote 
could be more effective than a negative 
ballot; indifference could do more harm than 
registered opposition. 

No matter how many vote in the referen- 
dum tomorrow, the majority of students will 
express its true intent. We hope it does so 
with a bang, not a whimper. 


Remembrance of things past 


The impending disappearance of the fif- 
teen cent bus fare suggests some reflections 


on the changing nature of our urban trans-- 


portation system, Gnd of its users. Back when 
the world was young and tickets were three 
for a quarter, a more virile generation of 
commuters responded to an impending fare 
increase with the most commendably organ- 
ized civil disturbance seen in this hemisphere 
since Andrew Jackson’s inauguration. Only 


a decade later their gutless progeny, demoral- , 


ized by ten years inhalation of diesel fumes, 
are led to the slaughter with scarcely a voice 
raised in protest. 

If truth be told, we are bored with our 
public transportation, and, as Russ Taylor 
would say, rightly so. Something died forever 
when the last wicker-seated streetcar rumbled 
majestically to the carbarns of remembrance. 
Who can forget the celebrated coffee stop at 
Victoria loop, the timber trestle over the CPR 
north of Garland, or the annual derailment 
at Lansdowne and Westmount, invariabl 
commemorated with a half-holiday at Roslyn; 
School? 


In those days no self-respecting five-year- 
old aspired higher than to sit on the wooden 
seat with the sandbags, and the man who 
could distinguish a 3A from a 3X enjoyed a 
glow of self-esteem now lost to all succeed- 
ing generations. It was great fun while it 
lasted, even if occasional deaths from ex- 
posure were recorded while waiting at out- 
lying stops, and although the cynics packed 
their lunch for all journeys of more than three,

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The Public Reaction 


From Sherbrooke, Richmond, and Cowansville in the Eastern 
Townships, on November 6-8; to Chicoutimi in the Saguenay, on 
November 26; to Ville Marie in Temiscamingue, on December 3; to 
Fort Coulogne in Pontiac, on December 4; and finally to the hos- 
pital for a short rest. 


This is the itinerary of a Minister of Education, Paul Gérin- 
Lajoie, and his many aides, all dedicated to ‘selling’ their la- 
test project — Operation 55 — to the people of the New Quebec. 

Actually, the formation of regional schoo] boards did not 
begin with Operation 55. As ‘Le Nouvelliste’, a daily Three Ri- 
vers newspaper, points out, centralization had been discussed 
even before 1960. At that time, local commissions started clo- 
sing down the one-room schoolhouses which dotted the coun- 
tryside, and began instead, to regroup their students in central 

chools loacted in the larger towns, This project was finished 
by 1961. 

At the same time, the Planning Bureau of the old Ministry 
of Youth had prepared an educational map of Quebec which 
divided the Province into 55 regions, Each of these regions, lo- 
cated around major centers of population, comprised from forty 
to sixty thousand persons, In addition, no two points within a 
region would be over thirty miles distant from each other, 

What remained, however, was to set up the central school 
boards which were to administer the 55 regions (which, at that 
time, existed on maps only). By the end of 1963 twenty-eight 
such regional boards had been organized, though all on a vo- 
luntary basis and none according to any firm plan set out by 
the government. 

The Ministry of Youth, moreover, was slowly evolving a 
philosophy of education which was finally enunciated in the 
White Paper tabled this past June in the Legislative Assembly, 
and brought down by the newiy-established Department of Edu- 
cation. | 

Often referred to as the ‘Democratization of Education’, this 
philosophy stated, in part, that the primary objective of the 
government’s educational policy is “to make schooling accessi- 
ble to all young people, by eliminating financial, geographical, 
and psychological barriers.” 

It can be seen then, that three of the fundamental parts of 
Operation 55 — centralization, democratization, and to a lesser 
extent, planning — had been introduced several years before 
the Operation was officially proposed. Why then did the Minis- 
ter consider it vitally necessary to ‘stump’ the Province, pro- 
molting the plan? 

The problem can best be described as one of degree. Per- 
haps the centralization of small, local school commissions into 
regional boards had been accomplished in twenty-eight districts, 
yet each of these regionals had been formed on a relatively vo- 
luntary basis, requiring a total of six years for the twenty-eight. 
The government however, proposed to create, and not through 
any voluntary apparatus, an equal number of boards, in a pe- 
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riod of three months. Many of these new regionals would be 
in the rural, more conservative districts of Quebec. 


Gérin-Lajoie soon came up against some opposition to this 
rapid centralization. Often the smaller school commissions would 
complain that they had not any members on the new regional 
boards. The local commissioners, having lost their vote, would 
demand an explanation from the Minister, who would calmly 
reply that any local commission must be completely viable to 
be able to respond to the needs of a modern system of education. 


He would then refer to the example of Cap a l’Aigle which 
had 113 students, and St. Agnes, which had 92 students. Both 
these boards were situated in the Charlevoix Regional and 
neither was really large enough to be viable, so they had to be 
annexed. 


Parents, too, opposed some of the necessary effects of ten- 
tralization. Many feared what they thought would be the adverse 
emotional effects of the long daily trips to and from the central 
schools and the resultant separation from the family. 


“Certainly it’s a physical strain,” Gérin-Lajoie would reply. 
“But is it not better to impose a long bus ride as the price of 
a good education, rather than keep a child within the village to 
study under the old system?” Then, noting the high numbers 
of unemployed, he warned parents to pay attention to the real 
needs of their children, a proper education, 


And there was the problem raised by an English group. 
This came about in Pontiac County where the number of En- 
glish-Protestants, English-Catholics, and French-Canadian-Ca- 
tholics are about equal. Pontiac County is slated to join in the 
Outaouais Regional which includes the City of Hull and which 
is primarily French-speaking. As noted in an article, that appea- 
red in ‘le Quartier Latin’ (Universite de Montreal), “by the 
regionalization with Hull, the ‘Anglos’ of Pontiac County would 
become a minority on the regional school commission...” 


Now, while some persons may feel that this article was 
“overstated”, even the official organ of the Department of Edu- 
cation (named “Operation 55”) related that “the Minister... was 
forced ‘to exhibit greater patience than usual before the Anglo- 
Protestant residents would accept the idea of regionalization,” 


All these problems — parents worried about losing some 
influence over their children, ex-local school board members 
losing some power, and English districts afraid of losing their 
identity — come as a result of the wide scope and the rapid, 
almost urgent, implementation of Operation 55. 


But Operation 55 is concerned with youth, and so the Mi- 
nister of Education has started to turn increasingly towards 
youth, for ideas, for questions and possible criticism, or for 
fact-finding inquiries. Youth, through its organized representa- 
tives, will be sought out for its views on problems facing society,

cations, Israel has no objections 
whatsoever. It is only if they go 
beyond this, and hack off all the 
waters, will there be a definite 
Israeli offense.” 

According to present West 
German law, there is a 20 year 
limitation for the punishment of 
murder, after which criminals 
cannot be prosecuted; as such, 
all Nazi war trials will end this 
coming May. He expressed the 
hope that these limitations would 
be extended in order to make 
certain that all those who played 
a significant role in the holocaust 
of World War II would be 
brought to justice. 

When questioned on the justi- 
fication of Israel's abduction of 
Eichmann from Argentina in 1962, 
Avner retorted that in this case, 
his government felt it was more 
just to bring “that arch-crimi- 
nal” to trial than to uphold Ar- 
gentine Jaw. However, he was 
quick to add that thi; incident 
would not set a preccuent.
